unbelievers. There have always been peo- 

ple to cry, “All is lost.” But there have 
always been persons on the affirmative side of 
life, the children of light as it were. The persist- 
ence of faith, the persistence of belief in the un- 
derlying good, the persistence of the belief in 
the possibility of overcoming has been the 
strength that has upheld man through trials and 
troubles and brought him forth into new and 
living ways. 

When Unity says “‘all is good” we do not ignore 
the fact that to human sense many things happen 
that seem far from good. Sometimes we are asked 
how we can proclaim that all is good when there 
are so many tragic happenings in the world, when 
children come into the world imperfect in mind 
or body, when the innocent are caught up in a 
mass tragedy of some sort, when there are crime 
and violence, when persons seem to be the vic 
tims of a blind fate or chance. 
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To maintain the faith that all is good is to 
look past the appearance, to see beneath the sur- 
face of things, and to perceive in all and through 
all an underlying current of good or an under- 
lying presence that is the only reality. 

There is an eternal quality to life, an inde- 
structibility to life, a persistence to the life idea. 
It is only as we enlarge our view and lift up our 
concept of life and God that we are able to per- 
ceive man as he really is. Man is an eternal crea- 
tion of God, moving forward in life, life that 
is without beginning or end, life that is not con- 
tained in a few years of existence, life that cannot 
be snuffed out, life that cannot be bound or held 
in a pattern of disease or deficiency. Life is a 
living, moving, evolving, unfolding process. It is 
eternal in quality, eternal in nature. All of us are 
part of this life—this eternal life of God. 

Even though we are not always conscious of 
this life, do not always lay hold of it in mind 
or body, do not always stand in the freedom, the 
light, and the perfection of God, the truth is not 
diminished. The failure to recognize the life of 
God does not change the underlying pattern of 
good. It does not stop the working of the Spirit 
of God in us out of which we are created, by 
which we are carried forward, and through which 
we grow and unfold unto the Christ perfection 
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and Christ likeness. 

The belief in the goodness of God at work in 
all persons and the faith in the eternal quality of 
man and of life rise up again and again to over- 
come doubt and fear, to bring light in darkness, 
and to open the blind eyes, the deaf ears, and the 
closed mind. 

When appearances deny the good, then more 
than ever we need to look deeper into the mean- 
ing of things; we need to search out the truth; 
we need to seek answers. 

When we seek light and Truth, when we try to 
comprehend man’s place in the eternal, we see 
that despite appearances he is on an upward 
path, though the way seems full of twists and 
turns, though it seems at times that no progress 
is made, though it seems at times that he slips 
and falls back. Still the Truth is that his soul 
is patiently and inexorably selecting its way, 
learning to put on the God qualities of love and 
life and power, transcending the experience of 
the moment, entering into new and higher ways. 

Sometimes we think of life as a road stretching 
before us. The fact may be that it is many roads, 
that our soul has many directions to take before 
it attains the full stature of spiritual man. Is the 
road we are on a difficult one? It will change; 
we will learn and gain the needed good; we will 
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move on to a new road of spiritual experience. 
So we look at others and see them not as lim- 
ited by the experiences of their lives, not as lost 
in the misery of life, not as cut off from God 
and good. We see them as children of God, with 
a perfect Spirit in them. We see them, no matter 
what their experiences, as moving into life, as 
possessing in themselves the eternal quality of 
life. If there are happenings that seem unfair or 
unjust, if there are experiences that are difficult to 
explain or to reconcile, we keep our faith in the 
underlying good. We think of the person who 
seems caught up in some tragic circumstances, not 
as a victim of fate, not as helpless or hopeless, 
but as a growing and unfolding child of God, 
on an eternal journey. We think of him as one 
whose soul is meeting and moving through ex- 
periences, retaining only the good and growth, 
and letting the rest go. We think of him as one 
we can bless with our prayers, one we can see as 
unbound, free, triumphing over all that is unlike 
God's perfection. 

We have the faith to remember that man is 
more than the surface story, that we are more 
than we seem. We look at life not as finite, but 
as infinite, without beginning or ending, part of 
the whole, the perfect creation. We may not be 
able to understand or to explain why particular 
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experiences come but we do know and believe 
that in man is the infinite possibility of perfec 
tion. Not how man has been borne down, or how 
he has failed, or how he has suffered tells the 
real story of man. The real story of man is to be 
found in his triumphs, in his overcomings, in the 
way he has persisted and persisted in the eternal 
journey. Man is on his way toward God; we are 
all on our way toward putting on the Christlike.

wise, because of the eternal quality of life in us.

Ts Is a particular phase of healing that 
is mentioned a number of times in the 
Scriptures.

OMETIMES we are so busy thinking about this
